His story of the slaughter o 
the Cotton family was peculiarly brutal. 


He uoid he always liked the Cotton 


family and wouldn't have harmed them 
if he hadn't been bullied into committing 
the crime He was armed with an axe 
not to hurt anyone but to prevent anyone 
escaping, as he had been told to watch 
the door 
Johnson said the murder wa 


planned by Bud McKnight, a suitor fo 
the hand of one of the girls 


Mrs. Cotton 'Whipped the girl for allow 


ing McKnight'i attention. This was the 
only motive he knew for the crime 
He 


said Joiner shot Cotton, then killed Mer 
vine Stevens with an axe Joiner fimshei 
the men then went inside and despatched 
the three women.

the crowd first decided to burn Johnson 
at the stake, but later concluded to hang 
both murderers.

Marino hospital service at Havana was 
designated to attend the sick man. 


The Spanish authorities furnished the 


best accommodation obtainable to Del- 
galdo. He suffered horribly from nsglec 
in the early stages of hta ailment before 
he was arrested 
For ten weeks he lay m 


a bare but almost without attention 
December 10 the Spanish forces found 
him in Pinar del Bio and sent him under 
arrest to Havana. 


When hiti condition waa ascertained he 


was sent to a hospital and an operation 
waa performed 
Tbe wound failed to 


heal and exhaustion following caused bn 
death Assistant Secretary Rocthill has 
promptly telegraphed his family at New 
York, also several New York merchant 
who have iuteretted themselves in the 
case of the unfortunate correspondent

The Prosecuting 
Lawyer 


Says That Sufficient Evi- 


dence to Convict was 


Lacking.

LONDON, Jan 20 —The Crown Prosecu 


tor today withdrew the charge of can 
spiracy to causes dynamite explosion, 
brought against Edward J Ivory, a Kevr 
York saloon keeper, and Justice Hawkins 
discharged the prisoner. Solicitor General 
Finley, who prosecuted for the crown, an- 
nounced he had definitely ascertained 
vesterday that th* delivery of the explo- 
sives at Antwerp occurred after Ivory left 
that place and that there was no evidence 
of the prisoner being cogni/ant of thezr 
delivery 
Therefore he had decided not 


to present evidence thereon 


Continuing Finley said that while he 


felt that the correspondence which had 
fallen into the hands of the police and the 
mo\ ements of Ivory permitted the grav- 
est suspicion, there was no evidence to 
justify the crown in asking for a convic- 
tion on a charge of frlony and under tho 
circumstances he did not propose to con- 
tinue to prosecute the prisoner. 


Justice Hawkins thereupon addreueg 


the jury saying he was convinced the so 
lieitor general had adopted a wise course, 
as in an English court donbtftil evidence 
couldn't be pressed against any one. 
After complimenting the police upon tho 
intelligence phown in the discharge of* 
difficult duty, Justice Hawkiai directed 
the wry to return a verdict of not guilty. 


In ordering the discharge of the pris- 


oner, the justice added earnest advice to 
Ivory to cease from doubtful companion- 
ship hereafter, which might otherwise 
bring him to the greatest peril. In con- 
clusion Justice Hawkins adtteed Ivory 
strongly to look carefully to the future. 
Ivory bowed and smilingly left the dock. 
Several friends stepped forward and con- 
gratulated him 


The collapse of the prosecution was a 


complete surprise to alL 
Ivory in con- 


versation said he had arrived at no de- 
cision regarding the future, but added * I 
am pleased with the result though it was 
only what I expected " As a matter of 
faot Ivory oxpected to b» convicted and 
and told John F Mclntyre so 


Formerly Assistant District Attorney 


Mclntyre of New York said "while the 
result surprised me I have all along con- 
tended Ivory was used as a stool pigeon 
in order to enable the police to make 
capital out of the case. I am glad the 
prosecution bad the fairness to drop the 
matter " The afternoon papers express 
disgust at the collapse of the prosecution 
and blame the police

Have a marked, indeed, almost an irre- 
parable effect on agrlcu Itnre, could bave 
been foretold. 
Alreadj in the southern 


lands of Europe an th> forests perishing; 
in a frighttul manner ai d not less are the 
orchards in danger, for against the in- 
crease of injnrioua imects there is no 
remedy when the litUe birds are missing. 
And no land in the wide world is aafe 
againat this horrid destruction.

Vogue concerning tbe proper uniform 
before 3 o'clock Jor servants in swell 
establishments : 


All tbe haosehold maids whose duties 


cause them to be visible above etaira 
should appear iu pink or blue wash 
frooka, white «proiie and small caps be- 
fore 3 p. u.. After that honr they should 
wear black dresses, turnover collar and 
cuffe, white apron and small cap, and 
BO be in proper condition to appear in 
tbe presence of their superiors wheu 
called upon to serve them. A servant 
•hoald never be permitted to address 
her superiors by substituting the person- 
al pronoun for sir and madam, as 
"Will madam be served to so and so?1' 
and not " Will yon have ao and so?11 
Also, "Yea, ma'am," tmd "No, ma'am" 
should not be allowed, bat "Yes, mad- 
am," and "No, madam;" "YeE, sir,' 
and "No, sir." Tbe? should only speak 
wben atrokou to, and tben to receive tbe 
order without comment. 


Those wbo are making loe cream at 


home may find a profitable suggestion 
or two iu the following from an ex.- 
change: Do not draw any water from 
the ice wbile freezing nuless water 
RUKB to top of can. The can shonld be 
only two- thirds full of milk, as it will 
raiee one-third while freezing. After 
tho milk bas been placed in tbe can pat 
the freezer together ready for operation, 
mash the ice and sprinkle coarse salt on 
until it stops cracking. (The ice may be 
previously prepared. ) Then put the ice 
around the can and add more salt When 
the freezing is completed, remove tho 
beaters and cover tbe freezer with carpet 
or woolen cloth and let tho ice cream 
harden half an hour before serving. 
After froaen, beating the cream with a 
larg£ spoon or wooden puddle will im- 
prove it. After standing several hours 
it should be beaten before serving. Dip- 
ping a spoon iu lukewarm water before 
serving each plate of cream and turn 
once around will cut a very nice form.
